Onlj’ under prodding by 
Subcoraraittee Chairman John 
McClellan (D-,i\rk.) did the At- 
torney General concede tliati 
wiret^ping authority for po- 
lice would be **he1pfaL” JKatz* 
enbach voiced doubts that a 
bill permitting it, even with 
strict controls, could get 
through Congress, 

In his testimony, the .\t- 
torney General also: 

• Urged Congre?^s to give 
the Government new weapons 
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striettons to prevent abuse of 
the procedure. 

Katzenbach’s statement on 

wiretapping all but abai^ 
doned the Justice Depart- 
ment’s hopes of winning such 
aathority for police under 
strict controls. The Depart- 
ment has sought limited con- 
gressional approval of police 
wiretapping for several years, 
but without success. 

V Kauenbach said the Federal 
tapping law "now on the 
fc» still needs to be 
ged. though. He called It 
Ltoler^Ie.*^ 

Under the Federal Com- 
munications Act of 1934. he 
said, illicit wiretappers are In 
a position to intercept phone 
conversations without much 
fear of conviction while police 
are hamstrung, unable" to use 
any information they might 
get from wiretaps in court. 

In the field of organized 



crime, the Attorney General 
wholehearte^y endorsed two 
bdls introduced by McClellan 
to encourage witnesses to 
talk. 

Silence Through Terror 

Organized crime's secret 
of success, the Attorney Gen- 
eral said, silence secured 
most dramatically tliroagh 
terror. ^ ^ 

"When the tortured body of 
an underling is found hanging 
from a hook In a meat free- 
zer,'* he said, **he almost can- 
not talk and his associates are 
not likely ta** 

One of McClellan's bills 
would make It a Federal crime 
to intimidate, harrass or at- 
tack a witness who has talked 
to Government inves tig at or s 
before a case has reached the 
courts. 

The other would enable 
Federal authorities^ to grant 
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immunity from prosecution 
under several statutes to •‘get 

lower-ranking * racket^eers to 
open up. 

Katzenb^h said, however, 
that another McCIcUm spro- 
posal — to determine Mafia, 
membership by ^ndards such 
as previous conviction for 
racketeering offenses and then 
to make that membership a 
crime: — might run afoul of the 
Fifth and Rrst Amendments. 

Mallory Discussed
